talk,Nixon says

WASHINGTON UPI - President Nix­ 
on promised today that his State of the 
Union speech to Congress Thursday 
will be “ no laundry list of everything 
I will be submitting to Congress later 
on.” 
It will be weighted primarily toward 
domestic matters, with particular em- 
pasis on the budget and the problem 
of inflation, he told reporters. 
Chatting with newsmen in his office 
—obviously in good spirits on his first 
anniversary as President—Nixon said 
he would send to Congress a special 
message early next month on foreign 
affairs. He said this would avoid stretch- 


ing 
the State 
of the Union into a 
“ sleep inducer.” 
The President spoke of the domestic 
accent of his speech as Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield was ac­ 
cusing the administration of not giving 
“ sufficient recognition to domestic ur­ 
gencies.” 


The President appeared obviously re­ 
lieved that he had finished most of his 
work on the State of the Union message 
and his 1971 budget. 
He bantered 
with a small group of newsmen as he 
leafed through a book of cartoons brought 
to 
him 
by Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew, just back from a tour of the 
Far East.

MacClure, who lias served as mayor 
for the last two oae-year terms, said he 
has “ considered many different angles” 
and decided to run again because he 
would “ like to serve one more term .” 
The Mayor said, “ We have several 
things we are working on that would 
leave me with a feeling of accomplish­ 
ment if we can finish them while I’m on 
the council.” 
Jacoby said he had decided at one 
time no* to run for reelection because 
of job and family reasons. 
“A few friends have discussed the situ­ 
ation with me, however,” Jacoby said, 
' asking me to run, so I am recon­ 
sidering and am not sure just yet what 
I’ll do.” 
Speight also said he was undecided 
for several reasons. He men! ioied only 
that his business and his family were 
two reasons why he was giving care­ 
ful thought as to whether or not to run 
again. 
The three councilmen were involved in 
a recall election a little over a year 
after their original election to office 
on April 12, 19G6. 
Considerable controversy arose over 


the firing of the then city administrator, 
Charles Warran, 
and an investigation 
of the police department bringing about 
the recall. 
The three defeated the recall on Sept. 
12, 1967. with Speight running against 
four opponents, MacClure against three 
and Jacoby against two. 
Official filing by candidates for this 
year’s election opens Jan. 29 and will 
close al noon, Feb. 19. 
City Clers; Wilma Thomas said voter 
registra ion is open now and will close 
at midnight, Feb. 19. To be eligible to 
vote persons must have been a resident 
of the state for one year, the county 
for 90 Jays and the precinct in which 
they’ll vote, for 54 days. 
Mrs. Thomas said citizens can regis­ 
ter either at her office in the City Hall 
at 119 W, Walnut Avenue, or the county 
clerk’s office at 133 South D Street. 
Residents at the Federal Correctional 
Institution will be able to vote in a 
Lompoc naiiicipal election for the first 
time. The annexation of the institution by 
the city was effective the first of the 
year. 
Mrs. Thomas said residents at FCI 
need not register if they are already 
registered in the county. Those not regis­ 
tered, however, must do so before Feb. 
19. 
The city clerk said any registered 
voter who would need an absentee ballot 
must pick 
one up sometime between 
March 16 and April 7 and m ist be return­ 
ed by April 14.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate ap­ 
proved a politically explosive $19.7 bil­ 
lion money package today and sent it on 
the anniversary of President Nixons’ 
inaug iration to the White House for a 
certain veto. 
The measure, which contains funds pri­ 
marily for education and health, couldbe- 
come “ the major public issue” of the 
election year, according to Democrats. 
Nixon warned Congress in advance 
that he would /etc the bill which he 
wanted reduced'by $1.3 billion. He called 
the increase wasteful and inflationary. 
In the House, at a caucus of Republican 
members, GOP leaders said they felt they 
had enough votes to sustain a Nixon veto, 
which would preclude any Senate action 
since House action would come first on 
efforts to override a veto. 
At a meeting this morning of Senate 
Democrats, Leader Mike Mansfield ac­ 
cused the Nixon administration of fail­ 
ure to give adequate attention to do­ 
mestic urgencies. He said Democratic 
senators have a heavy responsibility, 
starting with the vote on the Lioor- 
HEW bill 
“ Our votes on that issue, today, should 
affirm the insistence of the Democrats 
in the Senate that this Republican Ad­ 
ministration must strike a better bal­ 
ance in the distribution of national funds 
as among urgent needs at home, expen­ 
ditures on foreign policy, and inexhausti­ 
ble demands in the name of military se­ 
curity,” he said. 
Mansfield said the administration “has 
not given sufficient recognition to domes­ 
tic urgencies — to the requirements 
for pollution control, health - research, 
social security, welfare and education.” 
Mansfield in prepared rem arks to a 
meeting of Democratic senators said in 
this election year session, political ques­ 
tions must be faced “ frankly, bluntly 
and without apology.” But he said “so 
far as the Democratic majority is con­ 
cerned, this will not be a political ses­ 
sion.” 
He told fellow Democrats they must 
help “ restore greater confidence in the 
leadership” of the party and said one of 
the first steps toward this end was 
approval of the Labor-HEW appropria­ 
tions bill criticized by Nixon. 
The President called it wasteful and

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -B o th liberals 
and conservatives predict Judge G. Har- 
rold Carswell of Florida will win Senate 
confirmation to the Supreme Court with 
minimum resistance. 
President Nixon Monday nominated 
Carswell, 50, to the court seat vacated 
by Abe Fortas in May. Tliat was the 
same month Carswell was confirmed 
by the Senate to a seat on the U.S. 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals. He pre­ 
viously sat on the northern Florida fed­ 
eral district bench for 11 years. 
Carswell was Nixon’s second choice 
for the vacancy. Fourth Circuit Judge 
Clement F. Haynsworth Jr., of Green­ 
ville, S.C., was rejected by the Senate 
after a 10-week controversy over his off- 
the - bench financial dealings and his 
judicial record on civil rights and labor. 
Sen. 
James O. 
Eastland, D-Miss., 
chairman 
of the judiciary committee, 
scheduled hearings on the nomination 
for Jan. 27. He predicted confirmation 
with little difficulty.

Lompoc city councilmen and planning 
commission members last night general­ 
ly agreed they are opposed to agricul­ 
ture preserves, particularly those with­ 
in a mile of the city limits. 
Meeting in a special dinner session 
at the Colonial Inn the two groups dis­ 
cussed a number of planning items, in­ 
cluding agriculture preserves. 
T he city council took no action last 
night but generally agreed that at to­ 
night’s regular council session it would 
pass a resolution opposing the agricul­ 
ture preserve applications of several 
persons owning land within one mile of 
the city limits. 
City Attorney Jim Longtin explained 
tliat the resolution would not prevent the 
approval of the preserve applications by 
the County Board of Supervisors, but 
merely give the city an option for future 
annexation if the opportunity ever arises. 
He said that the planning commis­ 


sion, cm the other hand, could study the 
preserve application then file an objec­ 
tion with the Santa Barbara County 
Planning Commission stating specific 
planning reasons for the objection. 
The resolution to be considered to­ 
night concerns several preserve applica­ 
tions, including those of County Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie and County 
Clerk John E. Lewis. 
Other items discussed by the two 
groups last night included better com­ 
munication between the council, com­ 
mission and architectural review com­ 
mittee, and the need for a fulltime in­ 
dustrial relations consultant to work on 
bringing industry to Lompoc by push­ 
ing for better transportation facilities, 
by bringing more people who work in 
other areas, such as Goleta, to live In 
Lompoc and by helping to develop Lom­ 
poc’s natural and recreational resourc­ 
es.

Food and Drug Administration 
has advised the nation’s doc­ 
tors, druggists and hospitals to 
make sure women taking birth 
control pills are aware of risks 
involved. 
Acting 
FDA Commissioner 
Dr. Charles C. Edwards sent 
out 381,000 letters advisingthat 
-.1 new label warning is now 
required on oral contraceptives 
for the information of doctors 
and pharmacists. He asked that 
the label information be passed 
on to the patients. The label 
reads. In part; 
“ An increased risk of throm­ 
boembolic (bloodclot) disease 
associated 
with 
the 
use of 
hormonal 
contraceptives has 
now been shown in studies in 
both 
Great 
Britain and the 
United States. Other risks, such 
as 
those 
of elevated blood 
pressure, 
liver 
disease and 
reduced tolerance to carbohyd­ 
rates, have not been quantitat­ 
ed with precision.“ 
Health Secretary Robert H. 
Finch 
meanwhile 
cautioned 
against accepting at face value 
figures from a British study of 
pill related problems. He said 
the reports appeared to be “ a 
clear case of overreacting.’’

What, exactly, is in the HEW 
money bill that has aroused so 
much controversy? 


Congress agreed on a com­ 
promise measure that would 
appropriate $19.7 billion for 
labor and for health, education 
and welfare (HEW) for fiscal 
1970 
which is now half over. 


Strictly 
speaking, Congress 
fashioned a bill $86 million 
b e l o w the administration’s 
budget. It is a deceiving figure, 
however, because Congress did 
not approve $1.2 billion for 
advance funding for education 
in fiscal 1971, which was in the 
budget. 


Without the advance funding 
considered, Congress upped the 
ante slightly over $1.2 billion 
and, in the process, invited 
President Nixon’s first veto. 
Congress reached ahead of 
the President in the fields of 
education, health and environ­ 
ment. 
Specifically, Congress 
raised expenditures on educa­ 
tion $1 billion; Health Services 
and Mental Health Administra­ 
tion, $13.8 million

Pill manufacturer suspends testing

manufacturer of a new one-£k 
day birth control pill suspended 
human testing Monday because 
e)q)eriments 
with dogs have 
produced “ possibly pre-cance- 
rous” effects. 
The 
pill 
had 
been 
sold 
commercially in E n g l a n d , 
France and Mexico but not in 
the United States, according to 
Syntex Laboratories Inc. 
A spokesman for the firm 
said it would confer immediate­ 
ly with officials in the foreign 
countries where the “ mini-pill” 
had been distributed for almost 
a year under the trade names 
of 
Normenon, 
Nacenyl 
and 
Retex. 
Although not yet marketed in 
the UjS., the pill had been 
tested for six years on 4,700 
women at 30 U.S. study centers 
in an effort to gain marketing 
approval of the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 
The “ mini-pill” differs from 
the combination and “ sequei>> 
tlal” birth control pills current- 
ly sold in the UjS. because It 
does not contain the female 
hormone estrogen. 
This eliminates some of the 
present pills* side effects and 
allows 
women 
to 
take 
the 
“ mini-pill” every day, not just 
the 
^ days 
between 
each 
menstrual period required by 
the combination and sequential 
pills. 
The simplicity of the **one-ak 
day” dosage has been hailed by 
some IS a boon to population 
control In underdeveloped couiv 
tries. But the troubles with the 
**mini-pill*’ arose at a time of

criticism 
of birth 
control pills currently sold in 
the VJS,

COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
—(N E A)—Multimillionaire 
Karl Krover, a self-taught 
Danish inventor, has raised 
ships from the ocean bed by 
pumping billions of plastic 
bubbles into their hulls. 


He has also made building 
blocks from paper, as well 
as paper dresses which sell 
for $1.50 each. 


Altogether Kroyer, who is 
55, has over 200 inventions 
to his credit including non­ 
stick frying pans and a pro­ 
cess for making corn syrup 
which is used extensively by 
manufacturers in the United 
States. 


Recently Kroyer, a mild- 
m a n n e r e d , owlish-looking 
man, has turned his atten­ 
tion to food, with results that 
may alter the eating habits 
of Danes, not to mention the 
Americans to whom they ex­ 
port. 


"Too long the doctors and 
research scientists have ig­ 
nored the food industry," 
Kroyer complains. "I main­ 
tain that they have a duty 
to tell food producers how to 
sell better and longer life." 


To remedy this situation, 
Kroyer has formed two new 
companies, the fiist of which 
will produce meat and poul­ 
try with a reduced "hard" 
fat and cholesterol content. 
The second company aims to 
replace cane or beet sugar 
w.th glucose as a sweetener 
for everything f r o m 
ice 
cream to jam.

Kroyer made world head­ 
lines in 1964 when he was 
called in to raise a 2,700-ton 
freighter which had capsized 
in Kuwait harbor with 7,000 
sheep aboard. “The Kuwait 
authorities wanted the ship 
raised in a hurry, for the 
sheep were polluting the sea 
water, which was distilled 
for drinking purposes.” 


From a child’s toy he got 
the idea of the plastic bub­ 
bles, which in their original 
state were no bigger than 
grains of sugar, and hence 
could easily be flown to Ku­ 
wait. When heated by steam 
the bubbles expanded to 50 
times 
their 
original 
size. 
Pumped into the hold of the 
ship, the billions of bubbles 
soon brought it floating to 
the surface. 
Since 1964 this method has 
been used to salvage ships 


off the coasts of Greenland 
and Scotland. 
Kroyer tinkers with his in­ 
ventions in a $1 million lab­ 
oratory of glass and con­ 
crete near Aarhus, which is 
Denmark’s 
second 
largest 
city. He employs a staff of 
80 researchers and techni­ 
cians to translate his brain­ 
storms into concrete proj­ 
ects. 


On the theory that you 
must bait your mousetrap 
with cholesterol-free cheese 
if you want the world to beat 
a path to your door, K ro y e r 
and his research staff w ill 
be developing a whole new­ 
line of more healthy foods in 
months to come.

K arl Kroyer, D anish inventor 


To develop new animal 
food products Kroyer is join­ 
ing forces with the United 
Zealand Cooperative Slaught­ 
erhouses, w h i c h is Den­ 
m ark’s sixth largest indus­ 
trial group, with an annual 
turnover of $100 million. 


Kroyer’s theory is that the 
fat make-up of animals can 
be changed if they are fed 
on the right foods. He has al­ 
ready produced a Camem- 
bert cheese which contains 
only half the normal satu­ 
rated fat content. Similarly 
with eggs he has succeeded 
in reducing the cholesterol 
content of the yoke to 60 per 
cent of normal. This process 
will also be applied to meats. 


“The D a n i s h pig is al­ 
ready as lean as it is pos­ 
sible to get, but we can 
change the fat content by 
feeding the pig on maize and 
soybean mash. The bacon 
we shall soon be eating will 
have a soft beige fat instead 
of the hard white fat we 
know, and it will be tastier." 


The company will also con­

doctors and nutritionists as 
advisers, to insure that the 
taste is right."

LSD ( “ACID” ) is a synthetic 
chemical compound: d-lysergic acid 
diethylamide. 
It is one of the most popular 
drugs in the underground drug cult 
today. 
Its direct effect is rarely fatal 
and apparently not physically ad­ 
dictive. But, its effect on the mind 
is entirely unpredictable. 
It is an hallucinogen... 
It can be a psychedelic that 
takes the mind on a “magical mys­ 
tical” trip. O r... 
It can create a mental disaster, 
resulting in panic, psychosis or de­ 
pression that can remain or flash­ 
back long after the initial effects of 
the drug have worn off. 
Its effect on animal and human 
chromosomes and genes is still un­ 
known. 
No one can be sure how any 
given amount will affect any one 
person at any one time, even in the 
most apparently stable subject. 


Why was LSD developed, 
how is it obtained? 


LSD was first produced by ac­ 
cident in 1938. Subsequently, it has 
been used as a research drug in 
several areas including the study 
of psychoses. It has provided new 
insight into psychological behavior 
and in understanding how the brain 
functions chemically. However, the 
Food and Drug Administration has 
not sanctioned LSD for anything 
other than research. Use for any 


other purpose is illegal. Yet, an illi­ 
cit product, often found to be ques­ 
tionably synthesized and mixed with 
other compounds or drugs, is widely 
available. 


How is LSD taken? 


Because LSD is so potent, 
(4,000 times more potent by weight 
than naturally grown mescaline and 
psilocybin) it can be “dropped” in 
a variety of ways. When diluted, 
LSD may be taken by ampule or 
hypodermic, but these two methods 
are rarely used. The white powder 
or clear liquid in purer form is far 
more potent. Dangerous, pinhead­ 
sized amounts of the tasteless, odor­ 
less drugs are easily concealed in 
sugar cubes, chewing gum, even 
postage stamps. 


What can happen 
when you “drop” LSD? 


Reality can dissolve. Time and 
space relationships can be lost. One 
may "hear” colors or “see” sounds. A 
feeling of “total wisdom” and “new 
insight" may wash over the user, 
altering his perception of surround­ 
ings. The user may feel relaxed, 
extremely self assured, and power­ 
ful or he may become anxious and 
apprehensive. He might fed he can 
stop a freight train with his body... 
or, want to jump out a window, “a 
bird frightened to flight”. 
Short-term physical effects in­ 
clude an increase in blood pressure, 


heart rate and blood sugar. There 
is the possibility of nausea, chills, 
irregular breathing, sweating and 
trembling of the hands. Sleep will 
likely be deferred until the drug’s 
effect wears off. Pupils will probably 
be dilated. Users will often have to 
protect their eyes with dark glasses 
even indoors or at night. 
Long-term effect includes loss 
of interest in normal daily routines. 
The user may leave fam ily and 
friends, become highly introspective 
and live only for the next “trip”. 


WTio are drug abusers 
and why? 


Curiosity, desire to experi­ 
ment, dissatisfaction with “the es­ 
tablishment” and a search for a 
pleasurable release from a variety 
of physical and mental pressures 
and depression are all factors lead­ 
ing to drug abuse. In what has be­ 
come a “pill-taking” adult society, 
young people are particularly vul­ 
nerable. They are more often intro­ 
duced to drugs by friends than out­ 
siders and it's pretty hard to refuse 
a friend. It’s harder stili to resist a 
group. The problem is, as psychol­ 
ogists cannot predict which social 
drinkers will become alcoholics, 
there is no sure test for spotting a 
potential drug abuser. However, re­ 
peated use may eventually lead to a 
psychological dependency on drugs 
that can’t be broken.

who spent 13 of his 19 big 
league seasons with the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 
The Baseball Writers Associa­ 
tion of America, which votes on 
election to the Hall of Fame, 
called an 11 a.m. (EST) news 
conference 
in 
the baseball 
commissioner’s office to an­ 
nounce the results of this year’s 
vote. 
In order to gain admittance 
to the Hall of Fame, the shrine 
located in upstateCooperstown, 
N.Y., a player must be retired 
from baseball 
for five years 
and must be named on 75 per 
cent of the ballots. 
Former St. Louis Cardinal 
great Stan

Wynn, a clutch pitcher who

Marciano 
and 
Cassius 
Clay, who reigned unbeaten as 
champions (Turing their eras, 
face each other in the ring 
tonight with an assist from a 
computer, 
makeup 
man and 
film editor. 
Their fight for a mythical alU 
time heavyweight championship 
will be shown in 1,000 theaters 
around the country. 
Marciano was 45 years old, 
only a month away from his 
death in an airplane crash, and 
Clay was 27 when they sparred 
70 rounds in a .Miami studio 
last year. However, in the film, 
Marciano appears 
to be in 
better shape than Clay. 
“ Marciano had 
too 
much 
pride to go into the ring looking 
overweight," explained Murry 
Woroner, 
producer of pthe 
computer bout. “ He worked out 


for weeks to get into shape. He 
also insisted on a toupee to 
cover his bald spot.” 
Both fighters were unbeaten 
during 
their 
professional 
careers, 
and 
the computer 
digested thousands of bits of 
information about each man to 
arrive at the winner. Seven 
possible endings were filmed, 
and the result of the fight has 
been kept a closely guarded 
secret. 
Clay said he is ready to 
blame “ an Alabama computer” 
if he loses what might turn out 
to be his last appearance in the 
ring. He said last week he 
would never fight again. 
“ This fight with Maricano is 
going to be everybody’s last 
chance to see me box,” Clay 
said. “ The promoters can stop 
calling me now. I won't even 
answer 
the phone. 
I'm not 


angry; I just want them to 
leave me alone." 
Contrary to 
most 
of his 
actual bouts, Clay has refused 
to predict a victory against 
Marciano. 
“ I’d never say that I could 
beat 
Marciano,’* Clay said, 
“ and he wouldn't say he could 
beat me. We respected each 
other as great champions.” 


During the filming of the 
bout, Clay utilized his speed 
and tremendous reach advan­ 
tage 
to 
stay 
away 
from 
Maricano, but several times 
Clay was trapped. Artificial 
blood was used on Marciano 
because he had a reputation for 
bleeding 
often 
during 
his 
career, and some real blood 
also flowed during the filming. 
During his nine-year pro 
career, Marciano won all 49 of 


his 
fights, 
Including 43 by 
kayos. He took the title from 
Jersey Joe Walcott in 1952 and 
successfully defended it six 
times. 


Clay's career, cut short when 
he refused induction into the 
Army in 1967, won his 29 pro 
bouts, including 23 by knock­ 
outs. He won the title in 1964 by 
stopping 
Sonny 
Liston 
and 
defended it nine times, but he 
never had Marciano’s reputa­ 
tion as a puncher. 


“ I heard all those stories 
about 
how 
Marciano 
could 
paralyze 
a man’s arms by 
beating them for 10 rounds and 
then knock him out in the 11th 
round when he dropped his 
guard,*' Clay said. “ I believed 
those stories alter sparring 70 
rounds with him.

Capable as he is, Marvin Miller 
seem s Incapable of believing 
that the vast majority of the 
press has absolutely no axe to 
grind. 
From time to time, I have 
been critical of baseball owners 
but never on any one of those 
occasions have I ever heard 
from Marvin Miller. 
Not long ago I said it was 
difficult for me to understand 
how Curt Flood felt he was 
being treated like “ cattle” and 
was part of a “ slavery” system 
when, among other things, he 
was earning $90,000 a year and 
could quit and tell those Simon 
Legree “ m asters” to go jump 
in the lake at any time he 
liked. 
Marvin Miller lias written me 
a letter about that. He says, 
“ by focusing on Curt Flood’s 
salary, your article successful­ 
ly obscured the issue.’’

The 
fate of the nation will hang on whether the folks back home 
are clear-headed enough to see the danger in the bait being 
offered them.

Citizens on patrol 


The City Council tonight will hear a review of a very 
worthwhile program 
which was initiated by the City Po­ 
lice Department last ()ctober — the Citizen on Patrol Pro­ 
gram. 
The program has exceeded all expectations for success, 
according to Chief of Police Ray Robertson. 


Chief Robertson reports that since its inception, the de­ 
partment has processed 
106 ap{>licants 
to ride a police 
unit. 
Of these, 86 have completed their tour and 20 are 
scheduled to ride in the immediate future. 
Of the total 
applicants, 83 are 
malec> 
ranging in age from 13 years 
to r>0 years and 23 are females ranging from 13 years to 
46 years. 
Many comtúnations of husband and wife, father 
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and son or daughter, mother and son. 
Backgroungs of ap­ 
plicants have been from professional fields to laymen, sev­ 
eral 
minors with prior records with the department and 
military personnel. 
In this day and age where many are maligning law en­ 
forcement, we feel that this program is an excellent one 
to bring the community closer to the problems and activity 
of their protectors. 
There have been no problems or incidents to mar the 
effectiveness of the program. 
We concur with the recommendation of Chief Robertson 
to the Council that this Citizens on Patrol program be con­ 
tinued as long as the citizens are interested and continue 
to avail themselves of the opportunity.

Misconceptions 


On January 13 the Tokyo 
Stock Ex­ 
change had its biggest fall of any single 
day in its history. Inflation is soaring in 
Japan and has revealed again the mis­ 
conception that inflation 
builds good 
stock markets. 
A 
good catchword 
or 
a fal«e idea can 
defy 
analy«:ls for an 
incredible 
length 
of 
time. 
Countless mil­ 
lions 
seeing the ob­ 
vious, 
namely infla­ 
tion, 
put 
two-and- 
two together and buy 
stocks. 
As a result, 
the American peoples 
money widely lost on 
this reliance 
is 
utterly astounding. 
There is a useful 
hedge element in 
stocks, of course, and may individual 
stocks and special situations are a thing 
apart, but the force which builds good 
markets is not inflation. Exactly tlie re­ 
verse. What builds good stock markets 
is confidence. 
Surely, it is high time in the public 
interest to document this by comparing 
the ’ 50s 
with the ’60s 
when the New 
Frontier-Great Society took over and be­ 
gan playing a politically profitable game 
of purposeful inflation. 
Across the ’60s 
the stock market 
staged a shaky, 
erratic, uncertain 18 
per cent advance. The ’ 50s saw a true 
battle against inflation. There was only 
a 1 per cent average annual increase 
in the cost of living. 
And in those 
10 years the market had a flourishing 
240 per cent growth of average market 
values. 
Investors in the ’ 50s who bought un- 
selectively 
the 30 big bluechip stocks 
comprising the Dow-Jones 
Industrial 
Average were rewarded 
by a total di­ 
vidend-plus-capital 
appreciation return 
which 
averaged a 17% per cent com­ 
pound 
annual rate. Of this, a full 15У4 
per cent was in real dollars, thanks to 
the only 1 per cent increase in living 
costs. 
During the ’60s, under the New Fron­ 
tier - Great Society’s purposeful infla­ 
tion, the same investor was reduced to a 
5% per cent annual rate. This was a two- 
thirds reduction from the ’ 50s —a ter­ 
rible clout. At the same time the rate 
of increase in the cost of living more 
than doubled. It rose at an average an­ 
nual rate of 2Vo per cent in the New 
F rontier-Great Society spree. 
Accordingly, the Investor's real re­ 
turn in the ’60s 
was barely 
2% per 
cent annually Instead of 16% per cent 
during the ’ 50s. 
This is the documented and undenia­ 
ble pattern throughout the world where­ 
ver the results of inflation can be com­ 
pared with the results of confidence. 
In our country John Wright of the re­ 
spected 
Wright Advisory Service even 
sloganizes it by naming the decades the 
“ fearless ’ 50s’’ and the “ sick ’60s.” 
Money is now the most precious asset 
in the economy. And the demand for 
money is growing gaster than the sup­ 
ply. The National Industrial Conference 
Board forecasts 
a trillion-dollar econ­ 
omy 
in 1970. 
But about 6 per cent of 
last year’s gain and 4% per cent of 
the 1970 forecast are represented by 
price increases — the worst possible 
thing to be called growth. The real 1970 
growth 
foreseeable is around 3 per 
cent. 
Even so, corporate 
Investment still 
is inadequate. 
It is estimated at $77 
billion versus 
$71 billion in 1969. For 
th. re exists an intensive drive to make 
up for higher and higher labor costs by 
investment in more and better machin­ 
ery. As one result, there is an immense 
backlog of new stock, bond, etc., issues 
awaiting registration with the Securi­ 
ties к Exchange Commission if interest 
rates ease. 
Thus, it seems clear that the demand 
for money will continue in spite of an 
apparent softening widely forecast for 
this year. 
Old Wall Street hands know that stock 
prices often look for excuses to do what 
they intend to do anyhow. They also 
know that the only absolute certainty 
in Wall Street is the certainty of sur­ 
prise. This element of surprise — the 
unexpected — is what delivers a rabbit 
punch to chart makers and ^atisticians. 
But the blue chips are related to confi- 
dence — the confidence of sober invest­ 
ment money. Stocks can crften stand bad 


news and sometimes even advance on 
bad news, of course, because it has 
been discounted. What the great blue 
chips do not like is uncertainty. 
Usually they do not advance until eco­ 
nomic 
fundamentals seem less uncer­ 
tain on the discouraging side and have 
started to clarify enough to promise im- 
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provement. And the signal for this would 
most certainly be signs of victory against 
the inflation — certainly not more infla­ 
tion, the all-out enemy of a good stock 
market.

Answers needed

Santa Barbara County must find the 
answers to a number of vital questions 
before it can go ahead and order State 
project water, the chairman of the county 
Flood Control and Water Conservation 
District admitted today. 
Third District Supervisor Daniel G. 
Grant, of Goleta Valley, said these ques­ 
tions include the following: 
-Can this county afford going it aloie 
and financing construction of* a coastal 
aqueduct, expense of wMch could rise 
from the current estimated $40-milllon 
to perhaps $52-millionbeforeitistimeto 
construct it? 


—What then would be the total cost 
of the project to the county to get water 
to South Coast areas as well through 
added distribution systems from the San­ 
ta Maria River terminus? The figure of 
$60-million could conceivably become 
much greater in coming years, due to 
rampant inflation. 


—What would be the method of county 
financing of such a tremendous project, 
unique in county history? Water sales 
(water from the project might be sell­ 
ing anywhere from $150 per acre foot to 
far above that in the next decade) would 
be one firm method. Another would have 
to be through property taxation, as is 
being done now in the preliminary stages. 


-Furnishing water to this county has 
some unusual problems because of its 
out-of-the-way location. 


-Will San Luis Obispo County be able 
to inform this county as to its parti­ 
cipation or non-participation in time to 
prevent delays in planning from the 
Santa Barbara County end? Many county 
officials fear that San Luis ObispoCoun- 
ty will not be able to make a financial 
commitment of the size necessary to in­ 
sure partnersMp with this county. 


Grant said that 
“we will have to 
do some real soul - searching” when the 
report of Water Consultant Robert Ed- 
monston as to county water needs is 
forthcoming, probably in March. Edmon- 
ston has made some tentative estimates 
on needs and allocations, but these are 
seen as in line for change in some 
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areas as dynamic change is likely in 
certain water district areas in the next 
few years. 
Grant and others close to the water 
picture in this county have little doubt 
that the county will have need for what 
it has sought from the State Project, 
and then some more. So the question of 
need is already being answered. 
At the same time, there appears little 
the county can do about population con­ 
trol, and while annual growth is far be­ 
low the peak 10 per cent per year growth 
of a decade ago it is still somewhat sub­ 
stantial. 


Salt water conversion is not regarded 
as providing an altemata solution to 
this county’s problem, despite nearness 
of the sea. Grant explained that a sea­ 
water conversion plant once in production 
would be furnishing perhaps as much, 
or more than 55,000 acre feet of water 
a year, at the outset, with no buyers 
for such a huge amount at once. State 
water deliveries would be graduated up 
to a peak in 25 years, instead, as need 
increased. 


There is a belief in some semi-of­ 
ficial county circles that if the coun­ 
ty’s growth rate continues at the rate it 
has been for the past 10 years or so, 
the county has no alternative but to 
plough ahead with the project, costly as 
it is. 


This group feels cities could gradu­ 
ally take on the added expense of import­ 
ed water and farmers would continue to 
have to use present supplies, as they 
could not afford state water at the 
prices wMch loom ahead. 
“It’s only a matter of time before the 
whole South Coast area is urbanized,” 
one observer points out. “Goleta’s needs 
wUl come early, but there is a limit to 
growth there on the relatively narrow 
coastal shelf.” 


When Cachuma Project was built, the 
South Coast was largely agricultural. 
Since then the whole concept has chaiured 
to urbanization. The urban population will 
have to pay the cost of the expensive 
State Project water, as this is the seg­ 
ment that will be using it.

A small dwelling was burned to the 
ground yesterday morning on Mlgueli- 
to Canyon property but no one was 
injured, reported the county fire of- 
ficials today.
